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An Ending of Hope 


T ATEST victim* of the rising tem- 
■•-’per of Africa are the European 
and African residents of the Federa¬ 
tion of Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
whose vast arid sprawling land, 
hemmed In as it is -pn all sides by 
nations already locked in civil con¬ 
flict, finds itsetf hopelessly contam¬ 
inated by the germs of race-hatred 
so successfully incubated in the sur¬ 
rounding countries. 

The turn m events will come not 
so much as a surprise as a disap¬ 
pointment in the defeat of a gallant 
experiment ip race relations—which 
if it had worked would have Intro¬ 
duced a new pattern of good-will and 
trust in a troubled world. 

Ten years ago it became appar¬ 
ent that'Afric* south of the Sahara, 
then almost entirely under European 
colonial administration, would, in the 
normal course of development, fall 
heir to either extremist white or 
nationalist black rule—both equally 
dedicated to a policy of militant 
racism. 

To avoid'this trap and its result¬ 
ant political and economic chaos, the 
British government along with of¬ 
ficials of the self-governing colony of 
Southern Rhodesia and the British 
Protectorates of Northern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland agreed to federate the 
three "territories as an economic unit 


under a central government pledged 
to develop the whole as a partnership 
between the two races. 

In 1953 the Federation came into 
being and started off In an atmos¬ 
phere of hope. Until 1957 the. eco¬ 
nomic advance was nothing less than 
spectacular—but in that year there 
was a serious slump In the price of 
copper, the Federation’s main export. 
At the same time the first serious 
rumblings of racial trouble made it¬ 
self heard. 

Though it Is true that at the time 
of its foqnatlon, the Federation did 
not have the full backing of all Afri¬ 
cans and Europeans, both the British 
government and local governments 
felt that the benefits accruing would 
convert the dissenters. 

This, however, was not to be. 
.Rather than working toward the 
principle of racial partnership as 
originally envisaged the opponents of 
Federation became more and piora 
vociferous and active until they suc¬ 
ceeded in widening the racial rift un¬ 
til it could no longer be crossed. 

Today, with the dangerous spec¬ 
tres of both South Africa's apartheid 
policy and the Congo rule of chaos 
at its elbow, the Federation faces dis¬ 
integration. 

An era of hope has ended before 
it began.

ATTENTION is being focused on 
J * the B.C. Maritime Museum be¬ 
cause of a move to transfer Its locale 
to the downtown HMCS Malahat 
building.

The Open iir 

The Birds 
Of London 

By RllllAHD FITTER 

T I IK birds of inner London are often 
said to be the best watched birds 
In the world. But even the best watched 
birds In the world ran tie better 
watched Mill. 

And that is what has Jusl been don* 
to the birds of Regent's Park and 
Pllmroee Hill by Mr. D. I. M. Wallace, 
the able young arilat naturalist who la 
the present editor of the London Bird 
Report. 

For a whole year. 1959. he walked 
almost daily through the length and 
breadth of the park, watching and 
counting the birds. Hr found no (ewer 
than eighty - three different species, 
twenty-nine of them nesting. 

Londoners havr long been used to 
such unlikely country birds as wood- 
pigeons, moorhens, twany owls, and 
coots nesting In their midst. But 
spotted- flycatchers, bullfinches, gold¬ 
finches and great spotted wood¬ 
peckers are much more surprising. 
Moreover, had It not been for molesta¬ 
tion by bird's nesting children, a pair 
ol willow warblers would 4lso have 
nested in 1959. 

In the 12 years since the last breed¬ 
ing census 'of the park no fewer than 
ten new breeding species havr b««m* 
established, including th* goldfinch. 
Jay, stockdove, pochard and tufted 
duck. 

The attractions of winter bird- 
watching in Regent's Park seem almost 
as great aa those in summer. For this 
la th* time when, for instance, one or 
two herons may usually be seen fish¬ 
ing in the quieter parts of the lak*. 
and others perhaps Dying towards one 
ol the other inner London parka. 
z>nlpe were teen three times In autumn, 
and early one October morning (her* 
were even two kingfishers. 

But perhaps the outstanding io- 
trrest of Mr. Wallace's work on tha 
birds of Regent's Park has been to 
demonstrate that here, right In Ih# 
heart of London, bird migration can be 
observed as clearly as U can on Fair 
Isle or the north roast of Norfolk. 
This is partly because Primrose KiO, 
219 ft. above sea level. Is such a Con¬ 
spicuous feature of the landscape, and 
the birds probably make- tor it. 

Large numbers of woodpigeona, 
skylarks, chaffinches and other birds 
were seen actually migrating over the 
park in the autumn A most striking 
discovery was that all swallows mov¬ 
ing south over the park from August 
to October pass along an aerial path 
not more than fifty yards wide, run¬ 
ning Irom the summit of Primrose Hill, 
arross lhe canal and southwards over 
the take. Hundreds of people have 
noiired swallow* flying south over 
Regent’s Psrk In the autumn before, 
bui nobody had reported this. 

There appears to he some evidence 
too, that the migratory movement ot 
other bird* across the park may be 
similarly Concentrated Into belts. ' 
One of the curious features of th* 
bird migrants, observed,by Mr Wal¬ 
lace. actually on the ground in th* park 
was the way they concentrated into 
certain arras when there were appar¬ 
ently other equally 'suitable areas 
nearby.

The next three or Tour week* will he 
« good time to lift, divide and replant 
old clumps of plants In the perennial 
border, or to purchase and plant 
new perennials. 

It Is wise to remember, though, 
that It Is neither scientific nor kind to 
stuck these big old clumps savsgely 
with a spade. Those roots are living 
organisms and some finesse In your 
surgery Is as essential here aa with 
warm blooded creatures. The fingers, 
a sharp knife and an old hacksaw 
blade are the Instruments for these 
operations. 

With such plants as lythrum and 
the Michaelmas daisies, pou'll find 
your most promising material for 
new plants around the outside edge 
of the old clump of rooU. and these 
should be detached carefully with 
the knife and fingers, discarding the 
old. hard, .woody part in the mtdle. 

' * * * 

These small pieces of root are best 
planted as Individuals, using about 
five of them to make a dump a fodt 
across. In this way. each little plant 
can spread outward In all directions 
until they meet In the middle, making 
a compact dump. Using bits and 


pieces to make a dump in this way 
will produce a pleating etfect much 
aooner than if a single larger chunk 
of root was planted. 

The modern large-flowered 
varieties of lupins and delphiniums 
don't lend themselves to division In 
this''way as the older and smaller- 
flowered kind did. The new types 
are best Increased by cuttings. 

* * • * 

The book says that these should 
be cut off Just above soli level when 
the young shoots-are Just a few 
inches high and 'before the stalks 
become hollow. Personally. I always 
cheat a little bit here and take whai 
trl called “Irishman’s cuttings." In 
case you are not familiar with this 
term, these are cuttings takeh from 
well below soli level and with a few 
roots attached. This Is considered 
not quite sporting by the top brass in 
gardening eirdes, like fishing for 
trout with a worm, probably bemuse 
it Is altogether too easy. 

As soon as the new spring growth 
can he seen. I dig down alongside the 
outer edge of the dump with a 
trowel to expose a portion of the 
roots. A nice strong new shoot la 
selected and traced down to Where It 
originates from the roots and la

detached carefully with a sharp 
knife, tsldhg a few small roots along 
with If. 

* * * 

Because they are already rooted, 
they don't need to go to a coldframe. 
r or propagating caae but can he 
■planted directly In the perennial bed. 
Use five or six of these "Irishman's 
cuttings" spaced a few Inches apart 
to form a new dump. 

The polyanthus, only too often, 
sufferi considerable neglect at thla 
time of the year. During the autumn. 
In a burst of enthusiasm, we usually 
give the plants a moderately good 
send-off and their tolerant and good- 
natured qualities are such that they 
respond bravely In the spring. But 
It must be remembered that mineral 
nutrients have been leached out of 
the soil by the winter rain and the 
greatest glory of these grand little 
plants Is realized only when they 
aiV given a supplementary feed about 
now. 

Sprinkle a Uttle - good fertilizer 
between the plants snd scuffle It Into 
the surface lightly with the point of 
the trowel. I think you win ba 
amazed at the stout stems, the bold 
flower trusses and tha large pipa of 
glowing color.
